‘To understand exactly what it le intended 
to do under the proposed subsidy law, it Is 
pecessary to have a clear understanding of 
what the existing statute is. 

* Thies is a law passed in 1891 for the purpose 
of promoting the building of American steam- 
ship Mines on the oceam. It fixes a varying 
scale of postal mall subsidy based upon the 
Fate of speed of the ships. 

To those of the first class, which includes 
twenty knot American ships, built under the 
supervision of the navy department or ac- 
cepted by it and available as cruisers or 
scouts, manned by a certain percentage of 
American sailora, and held at the disposal 
‘of the government in case of war, the law 

_ provides the payment of $4 @ statute mile on 
the outward trip. 

As a matter of course, no such steamship 
ean be run at a profit, even with this subsidy, 
except as passenger boats pure and simple, 
_and éven then only on lines where there is 
Wsular traffic of the best grade and at the 
high rates.

ASYLUMS’ FAULTS. 
DUE TO POVERTY. 


So Dr. Frank Billings Tells 
the Legislative Committee 
Which Questions Him 
About Them. 


BIG NEED, MORE MONEY. 


President of Board Relates How 
He Asked Lawmakers to 
Authorize Sweeping Im- — 
provements. 


Responsibility for the present dilapidated 
condition of state asylums was charged to 
the legislature yesterday when, as a witness 
before the asylum investigating comn 
Dr. Frank Billings, president of the state 
beard of charities, declared that the legis- 
lature hed refused to appropriate the rieces- 
sary funds to keep them up. | 

Dr. Billings told of repeated efforts to get 
funds with which to improve and: make 
necessary repairs at the asylums and of the 
repeated failures of these funds to material- 
ize. M of the committee closely crogs 
examined him about these reports to the 
legislature, but the questions only added de- 
tails to his first story. 


j 
But the strongest assertions of the physi- 


cian had to do with the asylum for the in- 
sane at Elgin, which he denounced as a fire- 
trap. In describing conditions there he told 
of the possibilities of a fire in the upper 
portion of the structure. 

“In the event of a fire in the garret no 
humen agency could have prevented it from 
going down the air duct and into the pavil- 
ion in a way-that would have caused a 
terrific holocaust,” he said. 


Tells of Efforts at Improvement. 


Dr. Billings spent practically the entire day 
telling of the efforts of the board to improve 
the conditions which prevailed in practically 
all the state institutions when the present 
board assumed control about two years ago. 
He made a detailed statement of the con- 
structive work of the committee, which in- 
cluded the inauguration of a system of classi- 
fying and reporting on the conditions of In- 
sane patients at various institutions. Then 
a school for training and developing the med- 
ical staff was opened at Kankakee in the 
Psychopathic institute. Recommendations 
also were made which would have been fol- 
lowed by other reforms but for the lack of 
funds, 

Dr. Billings took further advantage of his 
position as a witness to tell the legislators 
who made up the committee that it was the 
legialature which stopped the‘clinies which 
had. been. maugurated at Elgin in order that 
individual cases might be studied. In the 
face of these assertions members of the ih- 
vestigating com mittee questioned the witness 


sharply, but Dr. Billings was no less direct 


in his replies, and apparently was willing 
that they should know his views as to the 
present asylum troubles. 


Absence of Chairman Hill. 


During the morning session a number of 
persons who kept in close touch with the 
examination of Dr. Billings quietly discussed 
suspicions which they believed to be more 
than ‘‘ psychological.” It concerned the ab- 
sence of Chairman John W. Hill, and the ap- 
pearance from time to time in the course of 
the proceedings of mysterious written ques- 
tions which ‘were slipped into the hands of 
Representative McGoorty, who was exam- 
ining the witness. Then they were fired at 
Dr. Billings. 

It had been announced that Chairman Hill 
wae compelled to be absent in order to at- 
tend to ‘important private business.”’ The 
suspecting ones, however, were not slow in 
expressing the opinion that the mysterious 
questions were being prepared in his office 
on the fourteenth floor of the Monadnock 
building, and that they were hurried down 
to the hearing, which is being held on the 
third floor, In an effort to entangle the wit- 
ness. 

If there was any such plan, which is denied 
by the committeemen, it failed signally. Dr. 
Billings answered every question that was 
put to him in a manner that showed not the 
slightest effort at evasion. In some instances 
his answers were so plain, especially in con- 
nection with the failure of the legislature to 
appropriate funds, as to seem slightly un- 
welcome. 

Practically all the afternoon session was 
consumed by the members of the committee 
in a conference which was held behind closed 
doors in Mr. Hill’s office. When at last the 
members appeared in the courtroom they im- 
mediately adjourned until 10 o’clock this 
morning. Representative Hope made the 
motion to adjourn, declaring that the abeence 
of some of the members of the committee 
had made it necessary to holda conference 
on the testimony already heard before the 
examination of witnesses proceeded. 


Dr. Billings’ Plea to Legislature. 

It was Acting Chairman McGoorty who 
recalled Dr. Billings’ final plea for funds be- 
fore the legislature. On this occasion Dr. 
Billings had reported thet conditions at 
Elgin were such that more funds would be 
absolutely necessary. Mr. McGoorty began 
by asking Dr. Billings about his statements 
before the legislature. 

“Was your address, doctor, before the 
legislature of such a character that it would 
acquaint the members with the real nature of 
these various institutions specifically 7’ asked 
Mr. McGoorty. 

“ Not specifically,” said’ Dr. Billings. “ But 
I recal] that it aroused in them an antagon- 
ism that madethem appoint committees to go 
down to Elgin and to report back that what 
I said was not true.’’ 

“ But when those committees from the 
legislature visit a certain institution, are they 
not under the direction and supervision of the 
superintendent? ’’ was thenext query. 

“I supposed they directed him while they 
were there; they had power over him.” 


Legislators vs. Superintendent. 

“ As @ matter of fact, don’t you know when 
& committee, Ordinarily speaking, is ap- 
pointed by the legislature to visit these insti- 
tutions that they are there under the super- 
intendency of the superintendent and are en- 
tertained by him, receive their instructions 
and recommendations from him and see the 
institution through his superintendency?’’ 
persisted Mr. MoGoorty. 

“I heave heard of such things, but I thought 
that wae a siander; I did not think they 
wd@uld permit that."’ was Dr. Billings’ retort. 

“ As a matter of fact, don’t you know that 
they have visiting wards in all of these insti- 
tutions which are the only ones in which the 
committee from the legisiature is allowed to

G. M. Coffin Charged Banks with: 
Daily Crimes. 


CONTROLLER SHOWS HIM UP. 


Banking Advice in Interview Rouses 
Official’s Tre. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—[Special.}]— 
William B. Ridgely, controller of the cur- 
rency, has issued a statement grilling George 
M. Coffin, former president of the Beaver 
National bank of New York, and later star 
witness for the defense in the Walsh case, for 
assertions made by him in an article headed 
“ Told Roosevelt How to Check Stock Gam- 
bling,’’ published in a New York paper Feb. 9. 

The article contained charges by Coffin that 
every large bank is daily violating those sec- 
tions of the revised statutes which prohibit 
loaning more than one-tenth of their capital 


stock to any person or firm and probibits | 


over-certification of checks. 

Coffin was at one time deputy controller of 
the currency and for this reason the news- 
paper article states that he is probably the 
best informed Banker on the federal banking 
laws in New York. 

In a statement of considerable length, 
Ridgely throws some side lights upon the 
record of Coffin and says that by his own tes- 
timony in the Walsh trial at Chicago Coffin 
admits the looseness of the methods em- 
ployed in the division of the controller's office 
of which he was at one time chief and which 
was at a period when Ridgely was not in the 
service. Taking the statutes alleged to be 
violated, according to Coffin’s newspaper 
statement, Ridgely demonstrates that his 
allegations are not correct, 


Law Enforced Without Fuss. 

“ The sections of the law which Coffin com- 
plains are daily violated,” he said, ‘' are, asa 
matter of fact, strictly enforced, the same as 
all the rest of the law. is enforced quietly and 
as a matter of duty, without any fuse or pa- 
rade, and regardiess of letters of Coffin or 
any other sensation monger. The proposi- 
tion that officers of leading banks in New 
York City are so foolhardy as to violate daily 
the law and render themselves liable to im- 
prisonment as criminals, on complaint of the 
department of justice, regardlees of any ac- 
tion or ruling by the controller of the cur- 
rency, S@avould be the case if the law were 
so violated, is too absurd for belief.” 

In discussing the record of Coffin, the con- 
troller names various positions which the 
newspaper article quotes as having been held 
by him at various times and tells of Coffin’s 
actions in connection with several of them. 

“As vice president of the Phcenix National 
bank,” says he, “ he made no record which 
entitled him to be ranged as an authority on 
bank methods or management. Soon after 
bis organization of the Beaver National bank 
it was learned that some of his associates 
were merely promoters.” 

The controller says that the affairs of the 
Beaver Netional bank while Coffin was its 
president were often found to be in bad shape. 


Coffin as Walsh Witness. 


Excessive loans were made and some of its 
stock was only partly paid while being négo- 
tiated as fully paid. As a result of examina- 
tions the bank examiner Was finally put in 
charge by the controller and its loans were 
speedily collected. The bank is now in vol- 
untary liquidation. 

After going fully into Coffin's banking rec- 
ord, Ridgely calle attention to the tria) of 
John R. Walsh, when Coffin, as star witness 
for the defendant, sat beside him aad con- 


— 


ferred with his lawyers throughout the trial, 
and says that Coffin stated under oath that 
the practices of which Walsh had been 
guilty were commonly indulged in by other 


bankers, and that when he (Coffin) was in the |) 


office of the controtier of the currency there 
was no special criticism of such methods, 

“It is @ curious colneidence,”’ says the 
controller, “‘ that after these experiences in 
the Walsh case, Coffin appears tn New York 
and in such a newspaper artic.e as he in- 
spired endeavors’ to create the impression 
that violations of sections 5200 and 5208 are 
common practice oi .iew York banks, just 
as F. Augustus Heinze has been indicted and 
ig shortly to be brought to trial, and there 
ig a probability of other indictments. 


Violations Now Infrequent. 

The controller says whatever may have 
been the laxity of the office during Coffin’s 
incumbency in enforcing the statute regard- 
ing the loaning of bank funds, the most 
vigorous effort has been made by the present 
controller in enforcing it. Owing to steps 
that have been taken, violations of law in 
this regard are now infrequent. 

“Violations of section 5200 of the revised 
statutes in regard to loans,” says the con- 
troller, “‘ practically have been eliminated 
from New York banking.” 

He continued: “‘ On Aug. 22 there were but 


three excessive loans in two banks in the - 


city of New York out of thousands of loans 
made. .If it had not been for unusual condi- 
tions existing during the panic these would 
doubtless have all been eliminated before the 
December call.” 

Mr. Ridgely makes equally as strong denial 
that there has been any large number of vio- 


i jations of the etatute in regard to over- 


certification of checks, and says that It is 
not true that “ these violations exist nearly 
every day from the beginning of business 
until ite close in a form readily accessible to 
bank examiners.” 

In regard to violations of both sections of 
the revised statutes being an important factor 
in stock speculations, Mr. Ridgely says that 
even their strict enforcement has no prac- 
tical effect upon the volume of speculation. 


BABE DIES FROM POISON 
IN CANDY SENT TO SISTER. 


Bonbons Mailed to Ella Miller Contain 
Strychnine—Motive for Action Mys- 


tery to Family. 


Kansas City, Ma, Feb. 12.—Ruth Miler, 
the 4 year old daughter of Charles Miller of 
Kaneas City, Kas., died today from eating 
cheap bonbons sent through the mail to Ella 
Miller, an older sister. 

The following inscription was on the candy 
box: ‘Sweets to Ella Miller. From girlie 
of the S. and 8.” The candy & believed to 
have contained strychnine. Ruth died ten 
minutes after eating of the bonbons. Four 
other children suffered temporary distress. ~ 

Eva Miller, 14, worked for the Schwarzs- 
ehfid & Sulzberger Packing company until 
a month ago. She does not believe she hae 
any enemies at the packing house. She 
never hed a sweetheart, and the motive for 
gending her poisoned candy is a mystery to 
the family.

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KILLS HIMSELF IN HOSPITAL 


‘William: “Andrews “Stabs Own 
Throat with Scissors. 


NEW PATIENT OF COUNTY. 


| Ends Life Before Physicians Had Fin- 
ished Examination. 


Standing alone in the examining ward of 
the county hospital, William Andrews, for- 
merly of Sioux City, Ia., stabbed himself last 
night with a pair of physician's scissors. He 
died while he struggled with a doctor and a 


] nurse who were attempting to wrest them 


from his hand. He was identified by letters 
ar.d a bible in his pocket. 

The workers in the Moody church last 
evening noticed Andrews when he came 
into the building for a cup of coffee. He 
seemed to be ill and the’ ambulance of the 
East Chichgo avenue police station was 
called. 

When Andrews was taken into the hospital 
he wae unable or would not speak.: At first 
it was thought that he had prieumonia. 
Afterwards the physicians agreed that he 
exhibited symptoms of poisoning. After 
using a stomach pump the physicians gave 
Mrs. Mabel Warwick, the superintendent of 
nurses, a prescription, which she took away 
to fill. 


Plunges Scissors Into Throat. 

A few minutes later Miss Warwick returned 
to the ward, where Andrews had been left 
alone. She saw him reach to a stand where 
the scissors were lying and plunge them into 
his throat.

If Mr. Taft had been the nominee of the 
party and not merely a idate for that 
honor, the republicans of the state, assem- 
bling at Grand Rapids, could not have done 
more in his honor. 

Men who saw the crowd whith tonight got 
into the furniture exhibition building will 
concede its enthusiasm, but they may be ex- 
cused if they hope never to see another.so 
large in a banquet hall. 

In size it almost went beyond the power of.. 
any managers to control, although those of 
the Lincoln Republican Club of Michigan 
did it. An estimate of 4,000 persons in at- 
tencance would not be exaggerated, and this 
was not in an auditorium, but in a dining 
room filled with banqueters. 

To hear Mr. Taft discuss “ What Would 
Lincoln Do Today?” men stood in a line two 
blocks long, and for a half hour crept towards 
the door of the banquet hall. 

They did it in good nature and in the best 
order. They packed the vast exhibition hall 
with a jammed mass of humanity which, if 
it had not been oxgderly, would have pro- 
duced a disaster. 

Mr, Taft enjoyed all of it. The Taft smile 
is better known now in Michigan than the 
Roosevelt smile. It hag not been off his face 
since he’ stepped from the train in Grand 
Rapids. He was kept on the run from that 
moment, and when he went to bed at last, at 
the home of his friend and Yale classmate. 
Philo Fuller, there was a chance that his 
legs might be worn off. but none that he had 
lost the smile. 


Coyness in Official Procedure. 
Unofficially, Michigan has handed over to 


the Ohio candidate everything within ita 
boundaries, but officially it has been more 


coy. 


Two chances of indorsing Mr. Taft formally 
were presented during the day, one at the 
meeting of the state central committee here, 
and the other at the annual meeting of the 
state league of republican clubs. 

In both organizations there were men who 
wanted to indorse ft, but both h». had 
some disastrous experiences with such reso- 
lutions and neither cared to make another 
trial at it. 

In the state league of clubs a resolution 
indorsing him was drawn and was submitted 
by the resolutions committee. 

What would have been done with it cannot 
be told because Mr. Taft himself unintention- 
ally prevented its consideration. He ap- 
peared before the organization at that mo- 
‘ment and the resolution which declares him 
to be the fit successor of President Roosevelt 
was instantly sidetracked and never came up 
again. 

The Michigan delegation which Taft may 
secure will be chosen in the state convention 
May 12 at Grand Rapids, the time and place 
which were fixed by the state central com- 
mittee at its meeting in the afternoon. 

The big political advantage which Taft 
has gained by coming to Michigan is in an 
agreement reached as to the Michigan dele- 
gates at large. 

Senator William Alden Smith has with- 
drawn in favor of National Committeeman 
John Blodgett of Grand Rapids. 

The four delegates at large will be E. D. 
Stair of Detroit, James McNaughton of Calu- 
met. F. W. Gilchrist of Alpena, and Mr. 
Blodgett. ie, 

Senator Smith withdraws for the sake of 
harmony. Blodgett is an avowed Taft man, 
but if he and Smith had gone into a fight 
for the fourth place on the delegate ticket 
and Smith had won, as he likely would have, 
Blodgett might have had less enthusiasm for 


the Taft cause. 


As national committeeman he is an impor- 
tant asset, especially in the case of contest- 
ing delegations from the southern states. 
Florida already has put two delegations in 
the field and it is possible to imaginea situa- 
tion in which one vote on the national com- 
mittee would be of incalculable value to Taft 
or any other candidate. 


French Diplomat Wins Hearts. 
All the various political activities of the 
day came to a fitting climax at the Lincoln 
banquet tonight. Secretary Taft there had 
to share some honors with the French Am- 


} passador, J. J. Jusserand, whose reception 


was of a kind to make his blood tingle. 

He was presented by Senator * William 
Alden Smith, the toastmaster, and with his 
firet half dozen sentences of his talk on the 
“French Estimate of Lincoln’’ he had his 
thousands of auditors tingling with a gentle 
glow of patriotism. 

Before he finished speaking they would 
have given France anything that happened 
to be lying around loose in the United States, 
and they might have pried something loose 
if Mr. Jusserand had wanted it badly. 

When the slender, gray bearded French- 
man, quivering under his own gestures. told 
the story of the medal given to Mrs. Lincoln 
from the penny contributions of the French 
people, a new French treaty was signed by 
Grand Rapids. 

The ambaseador was forced to arise time 
after time and bow his acknowledgements 
of the applause which rolled through the 
auditorium after he had finished. 

Mr. Taft leaned across in front of Senator 
Smith and grasped M. Jusserand with both 
hands, exclaiming: “I congratulate you. 
It was magnificent” 

The secretary himself came next with a 
subject which he confessed he would not have 
chosen for himself. There were pitfalls in 
that topic of “ What Would Lincoln Do To- 
day?’ 

Taft Avoids Pitfalls. 


Mr. Taft did not propose to slide into any 
of them. What he had to say he had written 
down carefully, and he read it just as care- 
fully. 

He proved that-Lincoln would have ap- 
proved just such decisions as republican ad- 
ministrations have reached on public ques- 
tions in the last ten years. 

Lincoln would have stood where Roosevelt 
stands with regard to fllegal privilege and 
dishonest wealth, Mr. Taft asserted. The 
wild cheering which followed his speech 
was merely a concentration of the delirious 
enthusiasm which surrounded him all day. 

Congressman George Edmund Foss of Ili- 
nois, chairman of the house committee on 
naval affairs, aroused the same brand of 
approval by his declaration that the country 
needs two fleets. 

Secretary Taft paid high tribute to the 
career of the warpresident. He said Lincoln 
was an idealist, but inteneely practical. Were 
he alive today, the secretary asserted, he 
would be a republican anda protectionist. 

The course pursued by McKinley in the 
crisis which resulted in war with Spain, Mr. 
Taft believed, was the one which Lincoln 
would have followed.

“Next President’’ Is Cheered. 

There was some. cheering wherever he ap- 
peared, but the real outbursts were in hand 
clapping. As the secretary plowed his way 
through the crowds the closely packed men 
tried to blister their hands. 

Every five minutes some enthusiast would 
express a desire for three cheers for “the 
next president,’’ anc his wish wes gratified 
in each case with great promptness. 

As soon as Mr. Taft's carriage had whisked 
him into the cémparative sanctuary of the 
Morton hotel reception rooms the long lines 
of men who were to be presented to him 
were formed, and for nearly two hours a 
squad of police worked overtime in their 
efforts to preserve order. 

Mr. Taft shook hands with the men and 

\women who were sifted through the police 
lines and handed to him in a continuous line. 
If the police had wavered a moment in their 
work the secretary would have been en- 
gulfed, physically as well as metaphorically. 

After nearly two hours of this vigorous 
work Mr. Taft was hustled into his carriage 
again and driven to the Press building, in 
which the State League of Republican Clubs 
was in session. 


Stop Work to Greet Guest. 

The club at that moment was electing of- 
ficers, but business was suspended while 
President C.\A. Palmer of the state league 
introduced ‘‘ Our next president.”’ 

Mr. Palmer is about the warmest Taft ad- 
vocate in Michigan, they say, and he was up 
against the opportunity of his itfe. While 
Mr. Taft, with a still broader specimen of 
the Taft smile on his face, was standing in 
readiness to make hig Httle talk to the dele- 
gates, Mr. Palmer did a naughty thing. 

Evidently it had been rehearsed thorough- 
ly, having a swing to it when it started that 
indicated some preparation. Mr. Palmer 
waved his gavel and started the theater full 
of delegates in singing: 

Hail, hafl, hall the nominee, 
What the h—I do we care, 

What the h—! do we care, 

Hall, hall, hail the nominee, 
What the h—l do you care. Bill. 

The Taft smile by this time was extended 
from one eye to the other, and when the 
choristers had ceased he said, plaintively: 

** But I do care—some.”’ 

Then he started in to make his little talk, 
speaking of the newspaper enterprise which 
had built the handsome theater for the edu- 
cation and amusement of its newsboys. 

“‘ And I do not think we are injuring It,”’ he 
said, ‘‘ by using it for the purpose of a meet- 
ing to spread the doctrine of republicanism." 

The secretary then expressed his views on 
the necessity of party organization. He said 
that though independents and mugwumps 
held an important place in political affairs, 
parties were necessary to the welfare of the 
government, and the republican party the 
bulwark of its security. 


FORAKER ON TAFT VICTORY. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—Senator J. B. 
Foraker tonight gave out a statement as to 
the result of the primary elections tn Ohlo 
on Tuesday, when the Taft forces made prac- 
tically a clean sweep in the selection of dele- 
gates to the coming republican state conven- 
tion. 

“Nobody should be either surprised or 
misled by the result of the primaries in Ohio 
yesterday,” said the senator. “It has been 
common knowledge for weeks that the call 
for those primaries was of such a character 
that my friends throughout the state refused 
to participate. 

“That the result of the primaries does not 
indicate anything conclusive should be mani- 
fest from the fact that the total vote polled 
will not represent more than 10 per cent of 
the republicans of Ohfo. There were only 
two districts in which, there was any ap- 
proach to a contest, and these contests were 
due to the fact that there were opposing 
candidates in each district for the nomina- 
tion to congress. 

“Tn the Sixth district the Taft candidate 
was defeated by 1,025, while tn the Fifteenth 
district Mr. Dawes, the Taft leader and can- 
didate for renominatién, is probably beaten, 
according to the latest advices I have re- 
ceived. ’ 

‘Recurring to the state convention, it 
should be borne in mind that it willbe com- 
posed of the representatives of only one fac- 
tion of the party. Not because the people 
have so decided, but because the course of 
the Taft managers was such as to bar every- 
pody else out from participation.”

Series of Lectures to Working 
People Opened at Institute. 


TO BE A WEEKLY AFFAIR. 


Polytechnic Club Composed of Young 
Women Next Audience, 


With the announced intention of arousing 
a greater love for art among the wage work- 
ers of the city a series of informal lectures 
will be given by painters and sculptors each 
week at the Art institute. 

The néw plan was inaugurated last night, 
when 300 telephone operators were the guests 
of the institute. Short talks on sculpture 
and on painting were given by Lorado Taft 
and Charlies Francis Brown. The institute 
has arranged for like meetings to be held 
weekly until late in the summer.

Idea of Lorado .Taft. 

The plan was proposed by Lorado Taft a 
year ago. It was feared at that time that 
it would be impossible to interest the general 
public in the work of the institute and the 
matter was dropped. When the invitation 
was issued to the télephone operators to 
spend an evening with art students it was 
accepted with such alacrity that it was at 
once decided to ask other workers to attend 
weekly lectures.

Hopes to Interest Every One. 

“The Art institute is not eaciusive,” said 
Lorado Taft last night. “ We want to tn- 
terest every one in Chicago in the work that 
is being done by Chicago artists and to create 
a greater iove for art.

COMPANION REPEATS FEAT. 


John A. Weber Faces Revolver in 
Hands of Second Fagitive.

WATER PATHWAYS 


Seieator Urges saticeneialind 
of Harbors, Streams, 
and Lakes. ~ : 


Deepening of Channels and Ports 
to Panama Ditch Depth 
Needed. 


Pittsburg, Pa.. Feb. 12.—[{Special.}—Sen- 
ator Philander C, Knox, In an address on 
“The Future of Commerce,” before the 
Chamber of Commerce here tonight, argued 
for national improvement of harbors and 
waterways to be completed with the Panama 
canal. He said thegain in revenue resulting 
from such betterments would, within the pe- 


pay the cost and add thereto large profit. 
He argued against spasmodic-effort and for 
continued work until the attainment of the 


Four United States eemators, as many 
congressmen, and several huncred promi- 
nent business men heard the speech’ which 
was given at the annual Lincoln birthday 
banquet of the chamber. 

Other epeakers and their topics were: 
Senatot Dolliver, “Abraham Lincoln”; 
Senator Carter, ‘‘ Business Men in History ” 
and Congressman Fassett, “ sutetienthotial 
Trade and the American Merchant Marine.”’ 


Duty of Government. 


“The duty of the-government to improve 
Its waterways and harbors,” said Mr. Knox, 
“ts made exigent by the great expenditures 
in progress on theJjsthmus of Panama. Be- 
sides the vast general inducement for bring- 
ing all our harbors and rivers to their full 
economic capacity, the dfrect bearing of this 
work in securing to our own people their fair 
share of the benefits from the interoceanic 
cana! is so intimate and Weighty that it can- 
not be neglected with justice to this nation 
cr without discrediting our own Intelligence 
and consistency. 

“We are expending a vast sum of money 
to dig the Panama cana! to a depth of thirty- 
five feet. That depth is fixed by the well 
éstablished fact that the cheapest ocean 
transportation isin the great vessels of about 
that draft. In order that the canal may give 
the commerce between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans its full development this depth 
is admittedly nécessary. But at the same 
time only two or three ports of the United 
States have a depth of water equal to that 
fixed for the isthmian canal; and applica- 
tions of cities to have their harbor channels 
deepened to that standard are met with pro- 
crastination if not refusal. If this is not 
amended congress will stand self-convicted 
of spending the nation’s money in digging a 
canal and confining its fullest benefits to the 
commerce of other nations, or at best giving 
to the United States the privilege of using 
the full depth only through a few ports al- 
ready notoriously congested. 


Canal and Mississippi Intimate. 


‘The relation between the Paname canal 
and the improvement of the vast system of 
internal waterways in the Mississippi basin 
is, if anything, more intimate and com- 
pulsory. The 10,000 miles of streams ranked 
as navigable because they are potentially so 
terminate at the great ocean port nearest 
the canal. 

“The contribution of the people inhabit- 
tng that basin tothe national revenues shows 
that they will pay approximately one-half 
ef the cost of the canal. Thelr resources 
and production, with their waterways im- 
proved to the utmost cheapness of trans- 
portation, cam furnish an immense traffic 
to be sent through the canal to Pacific coun- 
tries. 

“To omit the improvements that would 
pour down from the Mississippi basin—and 
from the great lakes as well, through canal 
connections with the rivers—a constant flood 
of products, agricultural, mineral, and man- 
ufactured, would be to perpetrate two fatui- 
ties that ought to be unthinkable. One ig 
to deny to the canal the great addition to 
ite traffic and return on its investment. The 
other is to deny to the people of the central 
part of the United Stetes their full share 
of the use of the work to which they con- 
tribute so largely. 


Must Keep Harbors to Standard. 


“Wil the government of this nation, 
through its legislative branches, fix upon it- 
self the amazing incongruity of spending a 
certain $200,000,000, and possible $500,000,000, 
in digging the Panama canal and denying to 
the seacoast harbors of the United States two 
or three score millions to enable thee to 
enjoy the full benefit of“he canal? Do we 
wish, while spending that sum outside the 
United States, to withhold or even stint the 
probable $200,000,000 or possible $300,000,000 
that will at once secure to the canal the vast 
traffic of the Mississippi basin and give to 
half our population the due return from their 
contribution to that work? I cannot believe 
that, with Ks true nature comprehended, con- 
gress can perpetrate that logical impossi- 
bility. 

‘*T assert as an axiom that when the United 
States government, acting under the legisla- 
tive grants of congress, first stirred the mud 
by dredging in the Delaware river or New 
York bay it assumed the obligation to keep 
those harbors up to the standard fixed by the 
fullest needs of commerce. 

“The federal government has made its 
formal and deliberate declaration that it 
will do thie work. That necessarily involves 
that it will make the improvements adequate 
to modern needs and possibilities. To doany 
less would be a mockery and breach of good 
faith. 


Improve All Waterways. 


‘ The time has come to realize the urgency 
and importance of this proposition. Beyond 
the larger importance of cheap water trans- 
portation for general commerce and indus- 
try, the immediate requisite of securing a 
full return from the great investment on the 
isthmus, and, indeed, the need of giving that 
canal its full traffic and revenué, establish 
as basic in our national policy of internal 
improvements these propositions: 

‘“ Wirst—That we should discard further procras- 
tinations ami set about the systematic and com- 
prehensive improvement of all ports and water- 
waye that are or can be made tributary to the 
canal, in order, if possible, to complete all of them 
with the completion of the canal; and, if that is not 


possible, to complete the largest proportion pos- 


sible. 

‘* Second—-That the mgximum depth of the canal 
should be fixed as the minimum depth of the chan- 
nels of every sea coast harbor of commercial 
magnitude, or capable of commercial magnitude. 

‘ Third—That all the rivers of the Mississippi 
basin should be Improved to the highest standard 
of economic utility permitted by their physical and 
commercial character, arid that the lake region 
should be given access through them to the isth- 
mian canal and the Pacific by modern and ade- 
quate canals, joining Lake Michigan to the upper 
Mississippi, and Lake Erie to the upper Ohio. 


Projects Promise Vast Returns. 

“It ip capable of proof that the radica! 
cheapening of transportation by thesé proj- 
ects holds out vast returns to this govern- 
ment. Merely as a fiscal proposition it is 
the best investment of government funds that 
can be made, and the resources of the govern- 
ment are easily adequate to the prompt and 
systematic prosecution of the work. 

“This assertion of remunerative return 
from the expenditure is not predicated upon 
a system which authorizes a dam at one point 
at one time and another somewhere else, 
omitting for decades the connecting improve- 
ments necessary to form a continuous trans- 
portation route. It does not assert early re- 
turns from the method which lets a contract 
for dredging or Construction and then 
stretches out for years, by restricted appro- 
priations, the work that ought to be done in 
one or two seasons. Nothing is more waste- 
ful or more eloquent of bad business man- 
agement than partly finished buildings, rail- 
roads,.or waterways left useless and falling

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M. E. Ingalls Thinks Sherman 
Measure Is of No Value. 


HITS “TALK IN HIGH PLACES" 


Tells Bankers Public Hysteria Has 
jReached “Awful Stage.” 


Detroit. Mich.. Feb. otapsens ]—Revi- 
sion of the Sherman anti-trust law, a new 
c ney scheme, and less talk “in: high 

ces” were urged by Melville B. Ingalis 
before the Bankers’ club tonight as the chief 
needs of the nation. 

“There dre three things which seem te 
me to be essential for the future success of 
business,"" Mr. Ingalls said. “ First, a re- 
peal of the Sherman law and in fts stead 
some better ‘scheme of regulating corpora- 
tions; second, an aé@dition to our banking 
laws; third. peace—less talk, less legislat‘on, 
les’. shrieking and abuse. 

“ With these three things, two of them acts 
of legislation and the third a return to sane 
conditions by the great public, we may look 
for a rapid improvement of our business con- 
ditions. I believe the best thing to help the 
recovery from our panic, which started tn 
its acute form four months ago, would be 
the repeal of the Sherman law, so-called. 

“Tf. never has done any good that I am 
awarg of. On the, other hand, its enforce- 
ment so far has ‘produced nothing but 
trouble. The threat of its enforcenient has 
stopped and injured business. and now. if it 
is rigidly enforced as it ie proposed to do, it 
will paralyze all commerce and trade and 
every business that requires an agreement in 
order to live. Even the labor unions are now 
feeling the weight of its hand. 


Would Supervise Corporations. 

*“ Understand me, by this Ido not mean that 
I am willing to let the corporations have their 
sweet will and do as they please. Far from 
it. I would bring them into the light, where 
every detail of their doing should be given 
to the public. 

** Tl would not allow one of them to engage in 
interstate traffic without procuring a license 
and to obtain that license I would make them 
go into the minutest particulars of how their 
corporation was organized, how much was 
wind, and how much was substance. 

‘*T would make them agree that they would 
report every six months and that these re- 
ports should be verified by examination of 
government experts. 

“Then the’ states should supplement 
this by enacting similar laws applying to 
every corporation incorporated. I would 
still maintain the rigid laws applying to rail- 
roads against rebates and making them sub- 
ject to the control of the interstate commerce 
commission.”’ 

The speaker urged the adoption of a na- 
tional system of clearing house certificates 
as a remedy for the present lack of circulat- 
ing medium in times of stress. 


Wants “Hysteria” Stopped. 

“But perhaps the most essential to our 
future,’’ he continued, “is the third clause 
of my subject. We should have peace and 
quiet; a chance to rest and economize; time to 
put our house in order. 

“If there are criminals we do not want to 
stop the prosecution, but let it go on and 
stop talking about it. 

“Tf there are wrongs right them, but do 
not keep continually shrieking about them 
and not doing anything. The public hysteria 
of today is something awful.” 


GROSSCUP SCORES CRUSADERS 


Says President Should Gee That 
Storms Do Not Exhaust the 
Nation’s Energies. 


Rock Island, Iit., Feb. 12.—[{Special. }—Re 


} ferring to the recent declaration by Botrke 


Cockran, that the country needs a crusade 
and a crusader, Federal Judge Peter S. Gross- 
cup of Chicago, speaking at the Lincoln 
birthday dinner tonight, said in part: 

“A crusade and a crusader! Zeal put above 
judgment, mere vigor of enthusiasm above 
the sober earnestness of the American com- 
mon sense! Have the people gone mad? 

“A crusade against what? Against those 
who are said to be offenders of the law? 
Why should not the offenders against the law 
be tried in the future, as they have been in 
the past, according to the forms of the law— 
to the executive the duty and responsibility 
of presenting the charge, to the judiciary the 
duty and responsibility of determining guilt 
or innocence. Has anything happened that 
the sober, Anglo-Saxon way of enforcing 
law should be abandoned? 

‘‘A crusade to catch the voter—to obtain a 
lease of political power at the approaching 
elections? ”’ 

Following a comparison of Lincoln with 
present day statesmen, Judge Grosscup made 
this reference to President Roosevelt: 

“The great reaponsibility that confronts 
President Roosevelt, whatever may be the 
provocation or the temptation that befall 
him, is to see to it that the reformative 
energies of the nation that he has been so 
instrumental in arousing, are not used up in 
storms and counterstorms of crimination and 
recrimination, that when they subside, wil! 
leave us nostrength with which to enter upon 
the real work that awaits us.”

The opinion handed down was written by 
Judge Coxe, He takes in turn the various 
items of defense interposed by defendant's 
council and finds him guilty of failure to 
make use of whatever safeguards to life 
were available and to perform the duties 
prescribed by law. Discipline, says ‘the 
court, Was defective and the life preservers 
were useless. Emphasis is given to the fact 
that the officers and crew were saved while 
women and children perished, 

Capt. Van Schaick, who is past 70 yeare 
of age, must now serve the sentence imposed 
upon him unless it is commuted or a writ of 
certiorari is obtained from the United States 
Supreme court. He was married a month 
after his sentence to Grace Mary Spratt, 
superintendent of nurses at the Lebanon 
hospital in the Bronx, where he wae ill for 
weeks after the Slocum purned. Capt. Van 
Schaick is the only man to suffer imprison- 
ment for the disaster.

MORAL TRAINING OUR NEED, 
SAYS PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


Plea for Religious Foundation in Edu- 
cation of Children Made by Execu- 
tive in Talk to Delegation. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—Preeident 
Roosevelt in an address today to the dele- 
gates to the fifth general convention of the 
Religious Educational agseociation declared 
that our material prosperity will avail but 
little unless it is built wpon the superstruc- 
ture of the higher moral end epiritual Hfe. 
He received the delegates in the east room of 
the White house. In his address the presi- 
dent said: ; 

“It le@ necessary that we should see that 
the ohfld is trained not merely in reading 
and writing, not merely In the elementary 
branches of learning strictly eo defined, but 
trained induetrtally, trained adequately to 
meet the ever increasing demands of the 
complex growth of our induetrialism. trained 
agriculturally, trained in handicrafts, 
trained to be more efficient workers in every 
field of human activity. 


Wants Righteous Foundation. 


** But they must be trained in more than 
that, or the nation wil) ultimately go down. 
They must be trained in the elementary 
branches of righteousness; they must ba 
trained so that it shall come naturally to 
them to abhor that which is evil, or we never 
can see our democracy take the place which 
it must and shall take among the nations of 
the earth. 

“In making an address in greeting any 
body like this I always want my words 
taken at their exact face value. I do not 
believe ever fn teaching what cannot be 
practiced. I do not want ever to hear a man 
say to pay no regard to the things of the 
body in life as it is today. On the contrary, 
I would tell every young man that it is his 
first duty to pull his own weight; to take care 
of himgelf and take care of those dependent 
upon him. He cannot do anything for others 
until he has first made it certain that he 
will not be a burden upon others. 


Personal Responsibility a Factor. 


“I went every man able to earn his own 
livelfhood. I want to see the woman able 
to do her part as housewife and mother. 
But all my plea is that the man shall not be 
content with merely that; that the man 
shall realize that after a certain point has 
been reached the increment of his fortune, 
the increment of his well being amounts to 
but Httle compared to the result of effort 
spent in other directions.”

Secretary Garfield Outlines 
Platform on Which Repub- 
licans Must Stand. 


AT THE HAMILTON CLUB. 


Declares President Roosevelt Has: 


Sought for Remadies to 
Cure Abuses. , 


One of the first big guns of the repub- 
lican national campaign was fired at the 
Lincoln day banquet of the Hamilton club 
last night by James R. Garfield. secretary of 
the Interior, who is considered one of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s closest adviseis. 

The efforts of the administration to cor- 
rect the abuse of special privileges arid the 
intentions of President Roosevelt in taking 
each of his steps against corporate wealth 


formed the subject of Mr. Gartteid’s address. | 
/ not wit 
‘ing of’what it means. We ate facing the

The question of special privileges, Mr. 
Garfield maintained, was uprermost of the 
problems of the day. The republican party, 
he said, stood face to facé with the proposi- 
tion of carrying on the polictes. cf the pres- 
ident in bringing men of waalth who broke 
the laws to their account or turning back 
the pages of history, 


Scores Rich Lawbreakers. 

The currency question, tariff, labor trou- 
bles, and various other subjects were touched 
upon by Mr. Garfield, but all as {llustrative 
of his great pajnt. The administration, he 
said, stood for the gaining of. equal oppor- 
tunity to all men and such an enforcement 
of the laws as to bring this about. Mr. Gar- 
field denounced in stinging sentences men of 
wealth who break the laws and seek to turn 
their political power to their own use. He 
Was careful to draw the line, however, be- 
tween the destructive and the constructive 
kind of criticism. The policy of the admin- 
istration toward corporation evil doers, he 
said, had averted a serious situation in this 
country—a condition of revolt that might in 
time gM resulted in a revolution. 

Mr. Garfield was introduced by Thomas D. 
Knight, president of the elub and toast- 
master. In his introductory remarks Mr. 
Knight said that the future might well see 
Mr. Garfield in the seat hie father once had 
oceupied. This sentence was received with 
cheers and the waving of handkerchiefs and 
other demonstrations of great approval. 


Lauds Work of Hamilton. 

“This ig a good day for republicans,” 
said Mr. Garfield, “ to get together and dis- 
cuss the things that are nearest our hearts, 
The problems before us today are not greater 
than these each generation has to face. 
The man whose name this club has taken— 
the great Hamilton—laid down the princi- 
ples which we, as republicans, advocate to- 
day—the creation of a strong central govern- 
ment with sucp checks as shall keep it from 
becoming a despotism. 

“TI haye chosen the problem of special 
privileges tonight because that is one of the 
uppermost questions before the people to- 
day. We mean by that phrase the power 
which denies to others the rights that gre 
theirs by law. In the ideal community there 
would be no fear of the misuse of special 
privileges, but unfortunately human nature 
is stronger than any idea of the safeguard- 
ing of these privileges. 

‘“‘In the days of the barons of England 
special privileges only were destroyed by 
years of bloodshed. In education ang re- 
ligion theré is the same long war. Even to- 


day men claim special rights because they 


come from universifies. But it is the sense 
of the people now that education only gives 
aman an advantage in the race—not any in- 
herent right to impose. Religion never should 
get so far avay from the ordinary walks of 
life that men cannot use it every day of the 
week. It should have nothing to do with 
the state or politics. 


Individual Base of Government. 

“The Anglo-Saxon government is based 
on the recognition of the Individual. The 
American constitution is based on this. In 
Europe we have had revolution because the 
claims of the nobility made possible the 
continuance of special privileges. 

‘Under no possible system of government 
can we made men equal. Men are not equal 
and never will be. Each man is born under 
special conditions. . The best a government 
can do is to give ea@ch man an equal oppor- 
tunity to work out the ability that is in him. 

“The progress of our country has been 
to meet, year by year, the claims of special 
privileges on the part of certain classes, 
The great central bank under Jackson 
the first clash. A few men sought.to exeér- 
cise such power over the currency of the 
country as to control the banking interests 
of the United States. The questions that 
arose then were argued all over the country 
and it was determined finally that those in 
charge of the great bank Were misusing the 
privileges granted them. So it was wiped 
out. The prejudices that arose then have 
been handed down to us today. 


Must Consider Currency Question. 

“The time has come when we must again 
take up the question of currency in this coun- 
try. We must not let prejudices stand in the 
way of the thing that must be done. Our 
people when aroused are able to destroy any 
special privilege that is being misused, 

“This question was the predominant one 
of the civil war. The people rose in a night 
and humanity was saved a blot that the privi- 
leged men of the south were trying to place on 
our escutcheon. Now again in recent years 
has the question became predominant, Soon 
after the war we changed our rural life and 
began to go to the cities. We became one 
of the great industrial powers of the world. 

“We did so because congress gave special 
privileges to a few citizens—the tariff. It was 
a wise policy. It uplifted the whole country, 
Assailed as it has ‘been year after year, it 
never has been broken except when there 
has been an abuse. In some special instance 
we find special privileges have been misused 
In the sense that great gain has been kept for 
selfish use and not distributed for the use of 
the whole people. 


. Law Must Be Upheld. 


“ How ie this situation to be mét? Not by 
destroying the law. The law must be so ex- 
ercised that when the time comes we can cal} 
to account the keepers of these privileges, 
and if their power has been misused that 
power must be curtailed in a way to retain 
only the good features. 

“ Banks have been created and given priv- 
leges we cannot enjoy. There have been 
bankers who have gone wrong, directors who 
have misused their powers, but there is no 
reagon to destroy banks. 

“ The Roosevelt administration has sought 
only to attack the abuse to find the remedy; 
to inflict punishment when men go wrong, 
but to save the law that has bullt up the 
credit of the country. We must make 
law better and stronger in order to make the 
credit better. We must have such regulation 
as to make altnost impossible the misuse of 
the powers conferred by the law. 


Takes Up Industrial Phase. 


“Look at the industrial phase of the sgit- 
uation. The change to Ahe corporate form 
has granted great powers to special classes. 
Men have been given all the advantages of 
corporate power. Unfortunately in the mad 
race for wealth, in the jumping to outstrip 
each other, men have been willing to mis- 
use these great powers, to ignores the law. 
There are men who have felt they were above 
the law, men guilty of bribery, men who 
used the law itself to impose their business 
power over weaker men. 

“This administration unde Presi 
Roosevelt has said to these ston ‘ the ae 
has come for your powers to be curtailed. 
You must be held to account for your stew- 
ardship. You must be brought subservient 
to the law.’ It has not been an attack on 
property. This speech is not to be so con- 
strued. It is not a demand for the destruc- 
tion of property. It is the opposite. 

“If there had been no check on the re- 
morseless greed of those willing to ignore the 
law he who is called a socialist might have 
seen his dreams of a revolution come true. 
The revolution has been avested. This ad 
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ave ignored the law, it's 


such man and such corporation to 
oppose to the uttermost this stration, 
for sooner or later he will be ; 
if he has done wrong he will be made 
suffer if the laws permit. 

“ But the wrong is not all on the side of 
the corporations, The labor unions—another 
privileged class—have done much to help the 
men who toll with their hands. It ts right 
they should organize. 

“But the moment labor unions step to 
the other side and begin to force unwilling 
labor to adopt their rules or give up work, 
then this special privilege becomes a curse. 
This administration has made an effort to 
stop that when possible. In studying the 
policies of this administration you must 
recognize the fundamental idea upon which 
the president has moved itn all his acts. Not 
one act can you point to which was actuated. 
by any other motive than those I have tried 
to outline to you; nota step has been taken 
withdut full advice as to the law, the condi- 
tions, and the remedy. It has always been 
the aim to festore society and industry to 
normal conditions and give men the rights 
they are entitled to under the law. ‘ 


Looks Into the Future. 


“What as to the future? We are on thé 
threshold of another great campaign. We

It can only be done whén 
these privileges in municipal, state, and na- 
tional government are subjected to a care- 
ful control. We must recognize that this 
fight is not only to enforce existing laws 
but to gain the next step. 


No Time for Demagogue. 


“The people must not Listen to dema- 
gogues. They must not be led by the man 
making vain promises of Utopia, or by the 
man who says, ‘ Business first and last.’ In 
the middle course between these two ex- 
tremes, marked out by this administration, 
we have not only safety but greater prog- 
ress. 

“It tg said that this is simply the doc- 
trine of the democratic party. It is as far 
from thafas daylight is from darkness. Read 
history. Find if you can one constructive 
principle advocated by the :eaders of that 
party. They see the evils, but they do not 
gixe us the remedies. When Mr. Bryan says 
that Mr. Roosevelt is standing in the shoes 
he wore four years ago ask Mr. Rryan what 
plan he ever advocated that could be car- 
ried out, 

“We haveamong the republicans men who 
still believe that the power of business is the 
great and controlling power in this cam- 
paign, but that class is growing less and 
less every day.’ It is my judgment, from 
reading the signs of the hour, that when we 
stand on the floor of the convention hall 
that class will be small in number. I think 
the people of this country understand that 
the republican party stands for something 
that benefits the whole country and not the 
favored few. 

“ We are coming to the time when the men 
who have at heart bright ideals of the destiny 
of this courtry will recognize the line of di- 
vision between men who move under obedi- 
ence to the law, under the assumption and 
the fulfillment of their obligations to their 
country, and the men who rule by the power 
of their politics and wealth and whose object 
is to obtain their own ends whether it be for 
public good or not.” 


Mr. West and Others Speak. 


Roy O. West, chairman of the state cen- 
tral committee, was the next speaker. He 
paid tribute to the late President Garfield, 
who, he said, could not be better pleased at 
the honor succeeding gerrerations have paid 
him than by the gratifying achievement of 
his illustrious son, who has blazed his path 
and by his own efforts has won a high po- 
sition.

LINCOLN LETTER TO YATES 
TELLS OF CAMPAIGN PLANS. 


Son of War Governor Reads Message to 
Morgan Park Audience—Says Writer 
Was Bearer of Divine Commission. 


. Richard Yates, former governor, spoke to 
an audience that filled Blake hall at Morgan 
Park last night on *‘ Abraham Lincoln.” He 
read a letter written in 1857 to his father 
by Lincoin in which the latter said he de- 
sired a good “ organization” man elected 
to the legislature. Linocolm was at that 
time preparing for his candidacy. for the 
senate. 

Mr. Yates described Lincoln as the 
“Knight of disappointment.”’ 

“His disappointments, however,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Yates, “only prepared him for 
his future successes. He didn’t know how 
to falter, he didn’t know how to ver, he 
didn’t know how to yield. Adversity and 
God had made an unwavering, unfaltering, 
unyielding, unappaliabie man. I believe it 
to be true that Lincoln was a Providential 
man; was in the nineteenth century sense, 
the bearer of a commission from the highest. 

“ Abraham Lincoln never hesitated to seek 
public preferment and never thought it be- 
neath true manhood to do so. He was en- 
tirely human in this regard; but his desire for 
political preferment was hedged about by 
a sense of obligation to the truth, which 
nothing could sheke. Within this high in- 
closure he was 4s ambitious of earthly hon- 
ors as any man of his time.” 

Mr. Yates spoke as the result of a prom- 
ise long ago made to the Men’s club of the 
Morgan Park Methodist church.

Question of Firetraps. 

Then it was that under a hot fire of ques- 
tions from Mr. McGoorty, Dr. Billings told 
of the Elgin “ firetrap.”” Mr. McGoorty had 
been endeavoring-to show that a committee 
visiting any asylum was compelled to take 


“ohl¥ the information given by. the superin- 


tendent.. 

“ Anything the committees hear they hear 
from the superintendent, do they not?’ asked 
Mr. McGoorty. 

“I do not know, because I never was there 
when the superintendent was there,” re- 
plied Dr. Billings. “ Ll only want to say this, 
that in a visit I made to Higin after this legis- 
lative committee had gone there, I asked 
Dr. Podstata what he had shown to the com- 
mittee, and te told me that he hed shown 
them what he showed me, a firetrap, and I 
think he was truthful. 

“In the main building there are two wings, 
and then there is a garret through which runs 
the air duct which passes from one pavilion 
over into the other. “The wiring for the in- 
stitution tn both wings was done up in that 
garret. Some of the wires passed through 
this duct, and they were not properly insulat- 
ed. That was.oneofthe condjtiogs I referred 
to when I said a firétrap. ’ 

‘‘In the event. of a fire in the garret there 
could not have been any possible human 
agency that could have prevented that fire 
from s@attering down through that air duct 
into that pavilion in a way that would have 
made a terrific holocaust. 

“Dr. Podstada told me he showed that to 
the committee and yet they went back and 
sald that Dr. Billings was not justified in the 
statement he made.”’ 

Defends Public Clinics. 

Next came the discussion of clinics and 
post. mortems in the state asylums—a dis- 
cussion which led up to Dr. Billings’ charge 
that the legislature had refused to permit 
the board to continue with one “ of the most 
farreaching and progressive features of the 
institutions.” 

The legislature some time ago had ques- 
tioned the wisdom of permitting outside phy- 
sicians to visit the asylums and participate 
in the study of individual cases. Dr. Billings 
defended such clinics by saying that pub- 
icity which followed in the path of these 
visits by outside physicians prevented all 
sorts of abuses which otherwise might 
grow up. 

“You never hear of abuses at the Cook 
county hospital with fts 1,200 beds,” he said. 
“Why? Because students and medical men 
are in there every night visiting. 

“The legislature refused to let that work 
go on in Illinois last winter—refused to let 
go on one of the most farreaching and pro- 
gressive things to make these institutions 
better, to help outside doctors, and to help 
the staff themselves, in my opinion. It has 
been donein otherstates. In the institution 
at Indianapolis they not only permit teach- 
ing, but the state has actually established a 
pavilion in which these lessons can go on 
and they publish a program regularly,” 


Legislature Forbide Clinics. 


“Doctor, will you state more specifically 
in what way the legislature prevented the 
publicity of these meetings at the institu- 
tions?’ asked Mr. McGoorty. 

* At Wigin last year a clinic was held—it 
was called a clinio—in. which the Fox river 
valley medical men ¢ame in and Dr. Podstata 
showed them some of his insane patients. 
They were interested in it, but you do not 
forget the resolution passed in the legisla- 
ture last winter that hereafter no such thing 
should be held in any institution in Illinois, 
do you?” 

“We want the record to show just what 
you have in mind,” said Mr. McGoorty. 

* noctor, if any of the serjous injuries in 
asylums have been caused by reason of in- 
sufficient appropriations by the legislature, 
would it not have been proper to have in- 
formed the legislature or the appropriation 
committees of the two houses that a certain 
amount of money was necessary because 
these accidents had happened, and would 
happen uniese such appropriations were 
made?’ 

“ The only report specifically made was an 
oral report which I made by invitation at a 
joint meeting of the senate and the house, 
I think in January, 1907. I Imede such an 
oral report to a mixed audience made up of 
a good many representatives and a good 
many senators in the chambers of the Su- 
preme court. 

“T pointed out to the legislature the need 
of proper ventilation, ete., for the institu- 
tion. May I touch upon one other thing 
that I noticed?” ‘

consent of friends or parents, or others in- 
terested; that under the law autopsies should 
be held upon those dead at Lincoln, the pur- 
pose being to study the causes of feeble mind- 
ed, diseased epileptics, and so on. 

“ Now, I want to say one more thing, that 
I geaid at that conference to those individ- 
uals, which was also said to the superintend- 
erit at Lincoln at that time, Dr. Taylor, in 
October, 1906. An autopsy was not worth 
anything of itself, usually, unless the in- 
dividual had been studied during life; that 
they should study their patients during life 
and then, under the law, if possible, hold a 
post-mortem, scientifically, and make a study 
of the diseased organs. 

“I don’t know whether it is true or not, but 
I have noticed that criticism has been offered 
of autopsies held, and so-called specimens 
made. I would be glad to take the reeponsi- 


bility of all such work as that done at Lin- | 


coln, because I believe all euch work as that, 
When done properly under the law, will be 
for the benefit of mankind.”’

“In reference to the Jacksonville asylum 
for the insane, doctor, what criticiems or 
recommendations have you had oocasion to 
make, if any? What danger points were 
there, in reference to the reservoir, the con- 
dition of it?”’ 

“ There was no protection really for an in- 
dividual who desired to get into one of them, 
and they were also dangerous that individ- 
uals might incifentally slip in, because there 
was no safeguard. During 1906I think there 
were three drownings. After the first drown- 
ing I recommended that the reservoir be 
fenced, which was not done immediately, and 
then the second drowning occurred in the 
same pool; a fence was built around this 
pool and then later another drowning oc- 
curred; in a different reservoir at the insti- 
tution.” 

At today’s session Miss Julia Lathrop, also 
a member of the board of charities, probably 
will be the most important witness. It is 
expected that the board will give its de- 
cision na to whether it will permit certajn 
documents offered by Secretary Graves to go 
into the records. Mr. Graves thinks that 
they are of importance as showing the real 
conditions in the asylums. The legislators, 
however, hold that much of the information 
contained in these records has been given 
by other witnesses and that they do not care 
to fill up the records with repetition. 


CHARITY A PROFESSED AIM ~ 


OF MRS. MICHAEL M’DONALD. 


Acquitted Woman Says She Wants to 
Be a Nurse, but Will Take a Tript 
Palestine First. 


Mrs. Dora McDonald was not allowed yes- 
terday to begin the long rest she craves. 
The newe of her acquittal by a jury in Judge

S. Guerin brought a host of friends with 
flowers and gifts. 

Mre. McDonald declared during the day 
that she intended to devote the remainder of 
her life to charity, and that the share of the 
estate of her late husband, Michael C. Mc- 
Donald, would be used in erecting a hospital 
or doing some work forchildren. For herself 
she said she wanted to bea nurse, but first 
she would take a long trip-to Palestine with 
her mother, Mre.

Many thousands of 
dollars have been spent. Her lawyers Lave 
not been paid. Though her income ts sup- 
posed to be im the neighborhood of $10,000 
a year, yet she ia hard pressed for the ready 
money to meet the daily demands of hotel 
life. 

Plang are being considered to place her 
estate in the hands of a conservator on the 
ground that she is mentally incapable of 
aiministering it. A contest in the courts 
would reveal many imtereeting details as to 
where her money has in the last few 
monthe. More than ,000 worth of eecuri- 
ties and jewels have disappeared.

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GERMANY WARS ON AUTOISTS 


Reichstag Plans Drastic Laws to 
Prevent Accidents. 


TO ABOLISH EVEN ODORS. 


Committee Considers Way to Keep At- 
mosphere Wholesome, 


BERLIN, Feb. 12.~The question of the reg- 
ulation of automobiles occasioned a most 
animated debate in the reichstag today, and 
called forth an assurance from the govern- 
ment that it would bring in a bill laying 


‘down the most stringent rules for the pro- 


tection of the public. 

Prince Zu Schenaich-Carolath began the 
discussion by calling upon Chancellor von 
Bilow to protect pedestrians by the proni- 
bition of road racing by automobiles, con- 
fining these contests to inclosed t:acKs. 

He also demanded the suppression, by leg- 
islative / measures, of noxious odors arising 
from motor cars and the inauguration of ex- 
aminations for chauffeurs, who should not 
be certified until they had driven at least 
6.250 miles under the supervision of qual- 
ified instructors. 


Drastic Law Is Drawn. 


Herr Nieberding, the secretary of state, 
replied, amid applause from all sections of 
the house, that a bill had been drawn up 
and was ready for introduction in the reichs- 
tag making the owhers of automobiles fully 
responsible before the civil courts for ac- 
cidents, while negligent drivers would be 
subjected, according to its pruvicions, to the 
severest penalties, including fines and Im- 
prisonment. ° 

Chauffeurs henceforth will be compelled 
to undergo a stringent examination relative 
to their technical knowledge of motor cars 
and their trustworthiness and skill as driv- 
ers. The questions of road raciug and nox- 

fous odors will be left to the decision of &@ 
committee. 
Appalling Array of Accidente. 

The government’s action has been induced 
by recent official statistics of automobile 
accidents in Germany which show that from 
October, 1906, until October, 1907, there were 
no fewer than 4,081 motor car accidents, {n- 
volving 1456 deaths and injuries to 2,419 per- 
sons, half of these occurring in Berlin. 

In 8 per cent of the cases passenger cars 
were responsible and 7 per cent were due to 
transport cars. 

Among the victims 8 per cent were the 
occupants of the cars and 76 per cent were 
pedestrians. 

In 11 r cent of the cases the chauffeurs 
made eir escape unrecognized after the 
accident. 

State Secretary Nieberding believes that 
Germany will be the first nation in Burope to 
enact a workable motor car regulations bill. 


MARSHALL TEAM WINS DEBATE. 


Kent Law School Representatives De- 
feated in Argument of “Government 
Centrelization” Question. 


The John Marshall Law school and the 
Chicago-Kent College of Law held a'debate 
last night in the YY, M. C. A. auditorium, 138 
La Salle street. The subject was: “ Re- 
solved, That centralization of government 
would be detrimental to the best interests 
of the United States.” 

The affirmative side was présented by J. 
M, Walsh, Hugo C. Dillon, and John R. Mo- 
Kinley of Kent, while William A. Bell, Man- 
uel Ravis, and Envil W. Zolla represented 
Marshall. The decision was awarded the 
negative.

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Alton Contractor Says He Led 
Double Life for Woman. 


KEPT KEYS 


TO BUILDINGS. 


Unable to Resist Temptation to Steal 
When It Was So Easy. 


Alton, D1, Feb. 12.—[Special.]—Bound over 
to the grand jury on two charges of burglary 
and larceny, Henry Schuelle, acontractor, in 
confessing to a dual life, says he paid for 
everything provided for his wife and chil- 
dren, but stole to supply the wants of an- 
other woman. 

Schuelle’s reputation in Altén always has 
been above reproach and until the confession 
came from his own lips few believed the 
charges against him. According to his own 
statement, when he completed a building. 
Schuelle would keep a duplicate key, and 
this made burglary so easy, he declares, he 
could not resist the temptation to steal. 


Refuses Release on Bond. 


He had erected some of the finest buildings 
in Alton and wealthy men were his backers. 
He refused today to allow any one to go 
on his bond, as he says he prefers to be in 
jail rather than face his family and his 
friends, who never knew he was leading a 
double life. 

When Schuelle was first detected in his 
burglaries the man who caught him would 
not report him. He was caught again Sun- 
day morning, robbing Kennedy Bros.’ dairy. 
Mr. Kennedy spurned his offer of $50 to keep 
secrecy, but would.i't prosecute Schuelle, 
fearing his charges would not be.belfeved 
by the public. 

Later Schuelle robbed the meat house 
of Julius Haas, and a policeman watched 
him go for the stolen meat and arrested 
him. 


Could Not Resist Temptation. 

He had_.a comfortable home and a good 
business, but could not resist the temptation 
to avail himself of opportunities to steal 
which the duplicate keys suggested. 

Many skeleton keys are held as evidence 
against him. Several of Schuelle’s victims 
have been found since he was arrested Tues- 
day night, and the police are searching for 
others. Schuelle said that after being caught 
on Sunday he resolved never to fall again, 
but the temptation was too strong, and he 
committed burglary again on Tuesday for 
the other woman, which resulted in his ex- 
posure. 


Shoemaker Held as Burgiar. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 12.—John Hasey, 29 
years old, a shoemaker, was arrested today 
on the charge of burglary. A search of his 
room revealed $400 worth of optical goods 
and pawn tickets for goods that had been 
pawned. The police claim Hasey had been 
for months leading the dual life of shoe- 
maker by day and burglar by night. They 
gay Hasey is wanted in Cleveland, O. He 
denies the charges.

Mayor Busse explained the first congidera- 
tion was the financial end of the connecting 
link. The matter accordingly was discussed 
from this point of view. It was decided 
finally to call on the board of assessors to 
make a report on what the confiscation of 
property would amountto. The nathre of the 
special assesement to be levied also was 
discussed, 

It was brought out in the conference that to 
erect the double deck structure will entail 
great cost. Although no definite figures were 
presented, it was thought the confiscation of 
property In Michigan avenue would cost a 
large sum. 

If erected the double deck thoroughfare will 
begin on the south side of the river, from 
Randolph street. The slope will be gradual 
to the river. The structure, inetead of being 
built slanting, as is the present bridge, will 
be erected at right angles. It is figured that 
in the construction of such a bridge the sum 
of $800,000 will be necessary. ? 

Agree on No Plan. 

“ We did not get far in the conference to- 
day,”’ said Mr. Burnham. “ No definite plan 
has been agreed on and most of our attention 
was confined to the amount of cost and the 
property to be confiscated.”

Profits in Ocean Service. 

It woes not seem to be generally understood 
that the carrying of ocean mails under the 
Present system is a profitable business. The 
government has made large sums of money 
out of this, and the argument ie therefore 
put out that the profits might well be ex- 
pended in an experiment to see if an in- 
creased mall subsidy will or will not result in 
the building up of American steameh ip lines 
to South America, Heawali, Australia, and 
the orient. * 

For the fiscal year ending June 80 last the 
postoffice department estimated that the 
postage collected on all articles exchanged 
with foreign countries, exclusive of Canada 
and Mexico, amounted to $6,570,043. This is 
said to be $3,687,226 more than the net cost 
of the service. re 

This excess of receipts over expeditures on 
ocean service js a constant factor every 
year, and tn the fiscal year ending in 1004 it 
ran up to $5,005,889. 

It is anid, therefore, that the annual net 
profit of the last fiscal year will be sufficient 
to establish fortnightly mall services to the 
principal countries of South America, Japan, 
China, the Philippines, and Australasia.

Weak Spot in Plan. 

There ts one weak spot in the Gallinger 
bill, and its friewds fully understand this 
fact. It proposes to double the compensa- 
tion now paid to J. J.. Hill's steamship line, 
which runs ta the orient direct, and also to 
the Harriman line, which crosses the Pacific 
by way of Hawali. 

If these two lines could be cut out of the 
bill, it would have smooth sailing in the 
house. There is a disposition there not to 
pay any more money to the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company, which is operated as a 
part of the transcontinental lines embraced 
in the Harriman system, and which is a clean 
cut monopoly—asrit always has been. 

The Hill line is managed on a more liberal 
basis, but it, too, is merely a feeder for the 
transcontinental railroad system. 

Neither the Hill nor the Harriman line is 
particularly popular out west. Besides that, 
politicians in the house are afraid to go into 
the campaign with the burden of passing a 
bill whieh will donate something like 
$1,500,000 of money a year to those particular 
interests. 

This view expresses the sentiment in the 
house pretty generally. Many members who 
are willing to vote for the Gallinger bill as 
a general principle do not like to go before 
the people on that issue, and they may pre- 
vent its consideration unless the subsidy to 
the transpacific lineg is cut out. 


Increased Pay Might Tempt Owners. 

If the.extra pay for the Harriman and Hill 
lines is eliminated, it will heave the Gallinger 
bill as @ direct test of the possibility of build- 
ing up steamship lines between this country 
and South America. 

The rate of $4 per mile has never been 

sufficient to tempt the people into the bulld- 
ing of twenty knot ships. It is the opinion 
of practical shipmasters, however. that if 
the speed requirement is lowered to sixtcen 
knots am hour and contracts are made with 
the postoffice department for a number of 
years, it would pay American owners to or- 
ganise lines, certainly to Venezuela and 
Brazil and the Argentine, and possibly to one 
or two ports on the west coast of South 
America. 
.There is nothing to prevent the transfer 
of American shipping from coasting to 
foreign trade. There are ea number of ocean 
going sixteen knot ships, it is said, which 
might be put into the South American trade 
with the incentive of $4 a mile on the outward 
voyage. 

This part of the Gallinger bill, at least, can 
receive favorable consideration in the house, 
and it might be worth while limiting the test 
to the South American trade entirely, inas- 
much as the Spreckels Australian line al- 
ready has gone by the board. 


2 SUPREME COURT JUSTICES 
IN FEAR OF BURIAL ALIVE. 


High Jurists, Believed to Be Holmes 
and Moody, Arrange for Conclusive 
Tests Before Interment. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 12.—[{Special.]—That 
two justices of the United States Supreme 
court live in deadly fear of being buried 
alive and that both have.made arrange- 
ments for conclusive tests for life before 
interment takes place after their reported 
death, was the startling statement of Dr. 
John Dixwell, a prominent physician of 
Massachusetts, today. He was arguing be- 
fore the state legislature in favor of a bill 
requiring ten distinct tests for life in every 
case of reported death before a burial per- 
mit be given. 

“Such a plan is worth the trouble, no 
matter what the cost, if it can remove from 
the minds of people the fear that commonly 
exists of premature burial,”” he declared. 
"This horror exists as a fact and cannot 
be deriied. I have two judges of the United 
States Supreme court, whom I have prom- 
ised I would see should never be buried 
alive. They are friends of mine and I know 
they live in deadly fear of being buried alive. 
It is a fear that is with them always an 
to ease their minds I have promised that, 
no matter where I am, what I may be do- 
ing, I will go to them on their reported death 
and will make practically sure death has 
taken place before I will allow interment.” 

Dr. Dixwell refused to give the names of 
the two justices to whom he referred. It is 
believed he meant Justices Holmes and 


Moody.

‘“T am satisfied that the last of the period of 
depression has been seen in the greai middie 
west and south.” 


Boom in Business Begins.

“I have been around 
the wholesale dfstrict a good deal lately, and 
I find it is optimistic over the outlook for 
spring business. I have had direct reports 
from many of the large houses, and they all 
read the same. There are many merchants 
in town and they are coming by every truin. 
They are flocking to the wholesale houses, 
and in practically every case they are buying 
freely.

One of the documents laid before the judges 
is a statement of the work of the south park 
board under the leadership of Mr. Foremap 
curing the last five years. Great stress is 
laid on the popular results of the establish- 
ment of the small parks and the economical 
es of the funds used for this pur- 
pore. : i 

At the same time the enemies of the com- 
missioner are growing miore active. D. F. 
Crilly, formerly a park commissioner, has 
submitted to the judges a number of certified 
public records which he claims prove that 
when Marquette park was located south 
of Chicago Lawn President Foreman was 
heavily interested in surrounding property. 
He said he had proof that lots are being ad- 
vertiséd and’ sold at present in “ Foreman 
and Cummings’ ” stbddivision adjoining the 
park, and that he can show Mr. Foreman 
is interested in EB. A. Cummings’ real estate 
business, 

Mr. Crilly saidé he tntended to invite the 
judges ‘to accompany him on a chartered 
street car to Marquette k and observe 
the results of the expenditure of $234,000 
on improvements. He remarked that there 
* was nothing to show for it.’”’ 


Letter Indorsing Foreman. 


A typical letter advocating the reappoint- 
ment of Mr. Foreman, is one from Frank G. 
Hoyme, real estate dealer. 

“ The work Mr. Foreman has done in the 
upbuliding of the south park system, his 
work for the smal! parks, which have done 
so much for the uplifting of the masses in the 
crowded districts, has been ceaseless and un- 
tiring,"’ said Mr. Hoyne. ‘ 

“Having been a member of a committee 
appointed by the real estate board, by reason 
of certain charges made to the board by Mr. 
D. F. Crilly, then a member of the south 
park commission, we investigated the ex- 
penditures and the genera) line of policy fol- 
lowed by the south park board. 

“In our investigation, which was thorough 
and searching, we found nothing to criticise 
and all to commend. 

“I think Mr. Foreman’s services on this 
board are too valuable to lose.” 


Defends Marquette Park. 


In the statement defending the location of 
Marquette park on the outskirts of the city 
figures are submitted showing that Wash- 
ington park was purchased at an average of 
$2,577 an acre, while Marquette park cost 
only $816 an acre. 

With reference to the purchase of thé 
small parks the statement says: 

“Most of the land required was bought 
direct from the owners, and in no case was 
& greater sum paid than the real estate 
board valuation. . 

“Condemnation proceedings were neces- 
sary in a few instarices. The judgmer’ 
awards were paid at once into the hands of 
the county treasurer. 

“The property which was purchased was 
obtained for less than valuation by $154,389. 

“ The property acquired by decree of court 
in condemnation proceedings cost more than 
the valuation by $19,050. 

“The entire property acquired by pur- 
chage and condemnation, on which valua- 
tions were made, was obtained for less than 
the valuations by $135,330. 

“The park commissioners have expended 
for 728 acres of land included in fourteen 
new parks and additions to parks, about 
$1,900,000, 


$3,000,000 Spent for Improvements. 

“The commissioners have go far expended 
on the improvement of the parks about 
$3,000,000. 

“From 1902 to date 11.2 miles of boule- 
vards have been turned over to the commis- 
sioners and a portion has been improved. 

“In addition to obtaining legislation in 
connection with Grant park, the work of fill- 
ing the area east of the Illinois Central right 
of way has been pushed. and 164 acres of vis- 
ible Land have been made, thirty-eight acres 
graded, and about twenty-eight acres made 
ready for seed and.500 trees planted—all at a 
total expenditure of about $611,000. 

“The great use.of the facilities provided 
fully justifies the pioneer work of the com- 
missioners in this direetion. In 1907 the in- 
dividual uses made of the accommodations 
provided were as follows:

FARWELL SEES SECESSION 
IN VOTE ON SUNDAY LAW. 


Prepares to Urge Election Commission 
Not to Permit Expression of Opinion 


—New Questions for Jurors. 


The proposition that it is rebellion, anarchy, 
or secession for the voters of Chicago to ex- 
press their opinion of a etatute of Illinois 
will be presented to the board of election 
commissioners in some form shortly by Ar- 
thur Burrage Farwell and his league, who 
object to a vote on Sunday closing. 

“ The question whether the people of Chi- 
cago shall obey the law of the state of IIli- 
nois cannot be legally voted upon,” said Mr. 
Farwell yesterday. ‘‘ The submission of this 
question means nothing less than rebellion 
against the state and secession of the city 
from the commonwealth.” 

President Koelling of the United Societies 
expressed different views. 

“ The law is age dead as if it had been for- 
mally repealed,” said he. “ But even 
there were such a law we would have a per- 
fect right to submit the question. We ob- 
tained the advice of the best lawyers in the 
city on that question before the petitions 
were circulated.” 

The elation of the Sunday closers over the 
new question which Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Northup was permitted to ask the venire- 
men in the case on trial before Judge Heap 
was short Hved. The question is: “If it is 
proven that thie man had his saloon open 
on Sunday, would you vote for a conviction?” 

Attorney Alfred Austrian has countered on 
this by obtaiming the right to ask the venire- 
men this question: 

“If it is not proven that this man had his 


saloon open in violation of law, wil! you find 


the defendant not guilty?’

Englishmen Boost Values Despite Sharp

He pronounce@® the insect situation much 
more alarming than is generally supposed, 
saying that the mild weather is acting as a 
tonic to the energy of the “ bugs."” Early

Weather Against Corn Moving. 


The mild and wet weather is expected to 
interfere materially with the moving of 
corn from farms to stations, and it is ex- 
pected that the receipts of the cereal here 
the néxt few days will show a falling off 
as a result of the unpropitious conditions, 
Points in the lower part of this state wrote 
that the roads are breaking up and that a 
day or so more of the present brand of 
weather will make them practically im- 
passable, ' 


Maize Situation Is Puzzling. 


The corn market at the moment is puzzling 
to the traders, and sentiment appears to be 
about evenly divided. There has been talk 
of a’ brewing conflict between the Armour 
forces and the Patten contingent for pit 
supremacy, the former playing the bear 
side and the latter the bull side. During the 
recént severe break in wheat the coarse 
cereal displayed surprising stubbornness to 
the vigorous attempts to break values. The 
short “interest admittedly is exterisive, and 
every suggestion of a rally finds the shorts 
uneasy and eager to seek siielter. 


. Views of a London Firm. 


Lenders & Co. of London size up the En- 
ropean maize situation In this manner: “ It 
is difficult to account for the poor demand 
for maize unless we make up Ourminds that 
the consumption as an article of feed has 
become permanently reduced. That such is 
the case is easily arguable. We note that 
there are 10,000 fewe® horses in Paris now 
than was the case ten years ago. We do 
not know how far these figures may be con- 
sidered typical of the rest of Europe, but 
we suppose tt fairly illustrates how mechan- 
ical power has superseded the employment 
of horses in the large towns. However, be 
the cause what it may, it is disheartening 
to hear such reports about the consumption 
of corn, and we fear that prices must find a 
lower~ level before a larger trade cam be 
commanded. 


Increased Supplies Not Expected. 

*“‘So far as the near future is concerned, 
there is no. Mikelihood of any material in- 
crease.in supplies. The Danube seems dis- 
posed to sell a little, but the total shipments 
from that direction will hardly amount to 
much, .The Plate has finished, to all intents 
and purposes, as & shipper until the new 
crop comes into play in the spring, and the 
United States will. hardly ship freely, as 
there evidently is a good home consumptive 
demand, and, judging by the poor grading, 
there will not be much fit for shipment. 
Advices from the Plate are variable, and, 
judging by the caution shown by shippers, 
the weather of late does not appear to have 
been altogether favorable. A large Plate 
crop is, of course, essential if Europe is to 
receive anything like adequate supplies, 
even reckoning on a reduced consumption, 
but there still is plenty of time for matters 
to right themselves, though we can only 
hope,-for the sake of all concerned, that the 
Plate may do this year in maize what she 
did last year in wheat.” 


Interest in Provision Mart. 
Much interest attaches to the provision 


market at the moment, although sentiment . 


at present appears to be bearish. The 
steady, liberal run of hogs at western pack- 
ing centers is the main argument flaunted 
by the bears, who include almost all of the 
leading packers, and the general cash de- 
mand has not been brisk enough to prevent 
big accumulations of manufactured prod- 
ucts im almost all directions. There are 
many bulls, however, who belleve that the 
market is a purchase fora“ longrun.”’ They 
maintain that a good percentage of the hogs 
now being shipped to market ordinarily 
would come later in the season, and they 
figure that the movement in the spring will 
be’ surprisingly’ light.

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Wisconsin Commission Finds 8 
Hour Law Bad for Public. . 
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IN EFFECT SINCE JAN, 18ST. 


Refuses to. Order Reopening of 41 Offi- 


The applivation of the eight hour day state 
law for train dispatchers and ratiroad teleg- 


- raphers has resulted in the ‘abolishing of 


many of the smaller offices, according to the 
rafiroad comm of Wisconsin in a de- 
cision published y y. This law went 
into effect in that state Jan. 1. 

According to the finding, the commission, 
after an investigation into the telegraphic 
service as the result of numerous complaints 
that the roads, whose operators by cont 
do the business of the commercial companies, 
had taken out operators at the smaller sta- 
tions, refused to order the stations reopened. 

As the result of the eight hour day lew, 
fory-one joint offices of the railroads and the 
Western Union Telegraph company were 
closed,, because the business which had been 
done by one man would not bear the expense 
of two men which the shorter day required. 
Complaints immediately followed and the in- 
vestigation of the commission was begun. 


Decision of the Commission. 

‘‘In all the communications complaint was 
made to the effect that telegraphic service 
had been discontinued at the respective sta- 
tions and that such discontinuance was a 
cause of inconvenience, annoyance, and 
hardship to the inhabitants,” is the language 
of the decision in part. “‘ The commission re~ 
quested the various raflway companies’ to 
submit copies of all general rules and regu- 
lations governing the movement of trains by 
telephone and telegraph and the blocking 
of trains which had become effective subse- 
quent to Dec. 25, and at present in effect on 
divisions of the respective railway com- 
panies, wholly or partly in the state of Wis- 
consin. In addition, the contracts in force 
between reilway and telegraph and tele- 
phone companies in Wisconsin were similar- 
ly filed at the request of the commission. 

“The Western Union Telegraph company 
appears to have no difficulty In getting a 
many operators as it needs, according to the 
statements made at the hearing. The rail- 
way operators are obliged to handle baggage, 
gell tickete, and do other station work which, 
ascording to testimony, if un to 
professional operators; hence, in part at least, 
the scarcity of telegraphers in the railway 
business. At small statione where the agent 
may have relatively little work to do i may 
not be unreasonable to require tim to be on 
duty during ten or twelve hours perday. A 
recent check covering ten days shows that 
the amount of time which operators of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t. Paul railway 
actually devote to the work of giving and 
receiving train orders by telegraph is forty- 
one and seven-twelfthe minutes per working 
day. The everage number of messages sent 
at stations which are now closed, during 1907,, 
including two cities of 17,000 amd 15,000 in- 
habitants, respectively, was twelve and five- 
twelfths per month.”’ '

| SURPRISE TO STOCKHOLDERS 


A. C. Miller, Marvelous Company’s | 


Head, Admits Change in Plans. 


A sad awakening fs in store for the stock- 
holders in that marvel of the age, the Chi- 
cago-New York Electric Air Line railroad, 
the flamboyantly advertised’ ‘‘ten hour” 
line. It developed yesterday that there is no 
intention of making it an “ air line.”’ 

President A. C. Miller admitted the plan 
of building the road into Chicago had been 
abandoned. The purpose now is to make 
Gary, Ind., its western terminus, and run 
cars into Chicago over one of the steam 
roads. The road has been constructed 
twelve miles west from Laporte, as far as 
Westville, fifteen miles from Gary. Mr. Mil- 
ler asserted active work on the completion 
of this link will be resumed in the spring. 

The abandonment of the air line feature 
will detract from the many advertised beau- 
ties of the project. It may be that on this 
account it will take a little longer for the 


run between Chicago and New York—pos- 


sibly eleven or twelve hours. 


Sheer Waste to Enter Chicago. 

“When we undertook the construction of 
this road Gary was not on the map,” said 
Mr. Miller. “ Now it is a city with six trunk 
railroads passing through it. Manifestly it 
woulé be a waste of money to build another 
road from Gaty to Chicago. We have de- 
cided, therefore, to make Gary the western 
terminus and make a traffic agreement with 
one of the six railroads to carry our cars to 
and from Chicago.” 

This statement came out in the course of 
a discussion of the report that construction 
of the electric road had been abandoned, 
The _Cotiperative Construction company, 
which has the contract, has removed its 
office from Laporte to Chicago and has sold 
some of its equipment. Also, Blake A. Ma- 
pledorum, the chief engineer, has resigned 
from the company because President Price 
would not raise his pay. 

Inquiry for the facts at the magnificent 
suite of offices maintained by the “ air line” 
in the Majestic Theater building raised a 
terrific storm of human emotion. President 
Price of the construction company and an- 
other official put themeelves on record as 
members of the anti-prese class. They de- 
nounced the newspapers hotly. Stock has 
not been sellifig so well lately, it is said, even 
over the bargain counter. 


Telle of Exorbitant Demand. 

President Miller controlled himself suf- 
ficiently to explain that Mapledorum “ asked 
an exorbitant raise in salary, which could 
not be allowed, whereupon heresigned.”” Mr. 
Miller said the only equipment sold was a 
few mules, and that only the accounting de- 
partment of the construction company has 
been removed to Chicago. He laid stress 
on the argument that raHroad construction 
always is interrupted in the winter, and in- 
sisted that the work would be pushed rapidly 
in the spring by some concern to which the 
contract will be sublet. 

Mr. Miller puts on the soft pedal when re- 
plying to questions as to how he expects 
to be running’ traine to New York. He be- 
lieves in “‘ taking one step at atime.” The 
first step is to be the line between Laporte 
and Gary. Even if the road never gets any 
farther east the “air line” stockholders 
will have what Mr. Miller says will be a 
paying Indiana electric railroad. i 

Although the “air lime’ route has been 
abandoned, it is believ&d@ the company will 
be justified in retaining the designation, 
either with or without the further qualifica- 
tion of “ hot.” 


MOLDERS GIVE UP STRIKE; 
CLOSED SHOP THE ISSUE. 


Officials of Founders’ Association Noti- 
fied That Long Contests at Several 
Pointe Have Been Called Off. 


Officials ot the National Founders’ associa- 
tion recefved notice yesterdey that the long 
strikes of molders in Dayton, O.; St. Paul, 
Minneapolis; and South Milwaukee have been 


‘declared off by the union and that the strik- 


ers were instructed by their leaders to find 
work where they can. 

The funds of the union are said to have 
been entirely exhausted by the large number 
of strikes during the last four years, and 
much suffering among the strikers has been 
the result. The strikes were started in May, 
1906 and 1907, because the employers refused 
to sign the closed shop agreement. More 
than 6,000 men and 115 foundries have been 
involved at various times. 

The officials of the employers’ organization 
believe this ends a losing fight extending 
over fifteen years for the closed shop. 

James Brown, a member of the national 
executive board of the Iron Molders’ Union 
of North America, denied the statement the 
strike had been called off. 

The strike assessment levied by the pmnt- 
ers’ union in support of the eight hour strike 
two years ago has been declared off. An as- 
sessment of % of 1 per cent will go into effect 
from March 1 for the purpose of paying old 
age benefits. Members 60 years old or over 
and of twenty years’ continuous membership 
in the union will receive $4 a week.
